For Film Packaging 


A simple test for. measuring the 
strength of polyethylene packag- 
ing film has been discovered by 
John G. McMillan, associate phys- 
ics professor and consulting chem- 
ist for Howard Plastics, souncll: 
Bluffs. 

Minor flaws, which would: have 
passed existing’ procedures, - are 
now detected in the plastic film: 
Defects are found by filling the 
envelopes with a specific amount 
of sand and dropping the bags cer- 
tain distances,
